By CARL P. LEUBSDORF 
AP Po litica l Writer 
The Rep u blican claim that 
Presiden t Nix o n ’s Watergate 
scan dals wo n ’t hu rt the GOP 
ap p ears to hav e been dealt a 
blo w in the n atio n ’s 197 3 o ff- 
y ear electio n s. 
The o n ly majo r Rep u blican 
v icto ry Tu esday came in a race 
where there wasn ’t a Demo ­ 
cratic can didate, as fo rmer Vir­ 
gin ia Go v . Mills E. Go dwin Jr. 
edged Lt. Go v . Hen ry E. Ho w­ 
ell Jr., his in dep en den t riv al, 
fo r the state’s go v ern o rship . 
In the o ther go v ern o r’s race, 
New Jersev Ren u blican s were 


dea lt 
a 
sma shing 
setba ck. 
Tho ug h the results elsewhere 
were spo tty , wha t trend ex isted 
wa s a ll o ne wa y — to the 
Demo cra ts. 
Defeated Rep u blican s co n ­ 
ceded in sev eral p laces that the 
scan dals had hu rt, while Demo ­ 
crats ru shed to cite the retu rn s 
a s ev iden ce the co u n try was 
tu rn in g to their p arty . 
The resu lts were barely in 
fro m a Demo cratic v icto ry in 
Lo u isv ille 
when 
Demo cratic 
Go v . Wen dell Fo rd p ro claimed 
that the “v o ice o f the Demo ­ 
cratic p arty in Ken tu ck y will 
be heard a lo n g way aro u n d the

In Min n eap o lis, GOP Co u n - 
cilwo man Glady s Bro o k s su r­ 
v ey ed the may o ral resu lts that 
saw her a distan t third in a 
co n test cap tu red by Demo crat 
A1 Ho fstede. It wasn ’t a Re­ 
p u blican y ear, she n o ted, add­ 
in g “A great deal o f Watergate 
has carried o v er here.” 
Besides New Jersey ’s go v er­ 
n o rship s. the GOP lo sses Tu es­ 
day in clu ded the m ay o r’s races 
in Stamfo rd, Co n n .; the city 
co u n cil in Ro chester. N.Y.; two 
majo r city co n tests in Phila­ 


delp hia; an d the New Jersey 
state Sen ate. 
By co mp ariso n , the Demo ­ 
crats didn ’t lo se an y thin g mu ch 
an d wo n o sten sibly n o n p artisan 
m ay o r’s races in Min n eap o lis 
an d Detro it while dealin g a set­ 
back to Go v . Ro n ald Reagan o f 
Califo rn ia in the ap p aren t de­ 
feat o f his p ro p o sal to limit fu ­ 
tu re state sp en din g an d tax es. 
Thro u gho u t the y ear, as the 
scan dals hav e mu ltip lied, an d 
Presiden t Nix o n ’s p o ll ratin g 
has p lu n ged, Rep u blican lead­ 
ers headed by Natio n al Chair­ 
man Geo rge Bu sh hav e in sisted 
v o ters wo n ’t blame the GOP fo r 


the sin s o f a few Nix o n aides. 
Priv ately , p arty leaders hav e 
been mo re p essimistic, ho w­ 
ev er. Mo n day ’s call fo r GOP in ­ 
dep en den ce fro m Nix o n by Sen . 
Peter H. Do min ick , R-Co lo ., is 
lik ely to be ju st the first o f 
man y . 
A y ear fro m n o w, v o ters will 
elect the fu ll Ho u se o f Rep re­ 
sen tativ es, o n e-third o f the Sen ­ 
ate an d two -thirds o f the n a­ 
tio n ’s go v ern o rs. 


The Rep u blican s are fearfu l 
an d the Demo crats ho p efu l, two 
v iews lik ely to be rein fo rced by 
Tu esday 's resu lts.

The 4 1-y ear-o ld mo ther o f fo u r 
is accu sed in the sho o tin g death 
o f Man u el “Ro ck y ” Terro n ez, a 
Sterlin g p o lice o fficer fo u n d 
sho t to death May 15 in a ren ted 
ro o m at the Nachu sa Ho u se. 


Mrs. G arcia’s lawy ers a r­ 
gu ed still an o ther mo tio n to 
su p p ress ev iden ce seized by a 
co n sen t search warran t o n the 
n ight o f May 15. At n o o n time to ­ 
day n o decisio n had been made 
o n that mo tio n . 


Mrs. Garcia to o k the stan d 
sho rtly after n o o n an d said, 
with the aid o f an in terp reter, 
that she did n o t u n derstan d a 


co n sen t fo rm which she sign ed 
allo win g o fficers to go thro u gh 
her ho me. 


She testified she was afraid 
n o t to sign the p ap er “becau se 
so methin g bad might hap p en .” 
Un der q u estio n in g by her atto r­ 
n ey , Tho mas Kav adas, she said 
she was n o t adv ised o f her co n ­ 
stitu tio n al rights an d n o t al­ 
lo wed to talk with a lawy er be-

made in Washin gto n an d Cairo 
came at a time when Secretary 
o f State Hen ry Kissin ger an d 
Egy p t’s Presiden t An war Sadat 
were ho ldin g meetin gs in an ef­ 
fo rt to achiev e a p erman en t 
p eace in the Middle East. 
The White Ho u se said it was 
agreed that two ambassado rs 
will be ex chan ged p ro mp tly . 
Presiden t Nix o n an n o u n ced 
he wo u ld n ame U.S. fo reign 
serv ice career min ister Her­ 
man n F. Eilts, 51, o f Scran to n , 


Pa., a fo rmer ambassado r to 
Sau di Arabia, to be the I S. 
dip lo mat in Cairo . 
The Egy p tian go v ern men t, 
mean while, n amed Ambassado r 
Ashraf Gho rbal to be their rep ­ 
resen tativ e in Washin gto n . 
The two co u n tries hav e been 
witho u t 
dip lo matic 
relatio n s 
sin ce the 1967 Arab-Israeli war 
when Egy p t bro k e o ff relatio n s 
becau se o f U.S. su p p o rt fo r Is­ 
rael. 
The two co u n tries hav e main ­ 
tain ed co n tacts sin ce that time 
thro u gh small dip lo matic mis­ 
sio n s in each o ther’s cap itals 
u n der the flag o f frien dly n a­ 
tio n s. These missio n s were n o t 
o f fo rmal ambassado rial sta­ 
tio n .

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
iden t Nix o n will ask Co n gress 
to temp o rarily su sp en d n atio n ­ 
wide clean air stan dards as 
p art o f a series o f step s to meet 
the gro win g en ergy sho rtage, 
Rep . Jo hn J. Rho des, R-Ariz., 
said to day . 


Rho des rev ealed Nix o n ’s in ­ 
ten tio n fo llo win g a briefin g o f 
co n gressio n al leaders by White 
Ho u se en ergy ex p erts. 


Nix o n was ex p ected to o u tlin e 
his p ro p o sals in a bro adcast 
sp eech to n ight. 
Rho des to ld a n ewsman that 
Nix o n wo u ld also seek au tho rity 
fo r the federal go v ern men t to 
o v erride the rights n o w giv en 
to state go v ern men ts to estab­ 
lish clean air timetables, p re­ 
su mably to en able federal su s­ 
p en sio n o f certain clean -u p re­ 
q u iremen ts. 


Rho des said, ho wev er, that 
Nix o n was n o t ex p ected to seek 
au tho rity fo r n atio n wide cu r­ 
tailmen t o f bu sin ess ho u rs. 
No r wo u ld he seek au tho rity 


to imp o se a n atio n wide high­ 
way sp eed limit o f 50 miles p er 
ho u r, Rho des said. 


Tho se p ro p o sals hav e been 
amo n g a n u mber su bmitted to 
Nix o n fo r his co n sideratio n . 
Ho wev er, Sen ate 
Majo rity 
Lead Mik e Man sfield o f Mo n ­ 
tan a said lo wer highway sp eed 
limits wo u ld be amo n g the 
Presiden t’s p ro p o sals. 
Man sfield also said that Nix ­ 
o n wo u ld p ro p o se ex ten din g 
day light sav in gs time to a y ear- 
ro u n d basis.

Bo th wo men said they were 
hu stled in to an u p stairs ro o m 
an d q u estio n ed by Hagen . They 
bo th testified they were ask ed 
by Hagen if they felt their 
mo ther’s relatio n ship with Ter­ 
ro n ez co u ld reach a p o in t where 
she co u ld k ill him. Bo th an ­ 
swered “n o .” 
Mrs. Slu sser described the o f­ 
ficers’ rem ark s to her mo ther 
as harsh du rin g the search. 
Defen se witn esses were co n ­ 
tin u in g their testimo n y after 1 
p .m. to day . It was n o t k n o wn if 
Ju dge Rap p wo u ld ru le o n the 
mo tio n fo llo win g to day ’s hear­ 
in g, o r tak e the q u estio n u n der 
adv isemen t fo r ru lin g at a later 
date. 
Mrs. Garcia was arrested in 
early Sep tember fo llo win g her 
in dictmen t fo r mu rder by a Lee 
Co u n ty Gran d Ju ry . 
Mrs. Garcia is bein g rep re­ 
sen ted by Kav adas, Sterlin g, 
an d lo cal co u n sel Hen ry Dix o n 
an d Jo hn Calu waert. Terro n ez 
was believ ed sho t in the late 
ho u rs o f May 13 o r early o n May 
14, ho wev er his bo dy was n o t 
fo u n d u n til May 15 by a maid 
mak in g her ro u n ds.

Presiden t Nix o n ’s v eto o f a bill 
that wo u ld cu rb p residen tial 
war p o wers. 
The v o te was 284 to 135, o r 
fo u r mo re than the two -thirds 
v o tes req u ired. 
The Ho u se v irtu ally assu red 
en actmen t o f the bill o v er Nix ­ 
o n ’s v eto . The m easu re n o w 
go es to the Sen ate which was 
ex p ected to go alo n g with the 
Ho u se actio n .

The p ro gram was in stitu ted abo u t a mo n th 
ago u n der the co -sp o n so rship o f the Dix o n 
YMCA an d the Dix o n Jay cees. It’s p art o f a 
n atio n al p ro gram with the o fficial title o f Na­ 
tio n al Yo u th Pro gram Usin g Min ibik es. The 
cy cles are fu rn ished by Ho n da. 
The p ro gram here was p u t u n der the di­ 
rectio n o f Dan Graham, a wo rk er fo r the Vo l­ 
u n teers in Ju stice, a federally fu n ded o rgan i­ 
zatio n . 
Graham gets o n ly $200 a mo n th fo r his ef­ 
fo rts, bu t fro m the en thu siastic way he talk s 
abo u t the p ro gram, o n e gets the imp ressio n 
that he wo u ld wo rk fo r n o thin g 
There are 15 y o u ths in the Dix o n p ro gram 
at the p resen t time. Their ages ran ge fro m 11 
to 16. Sev en are high scho o l stu den ts an d eight 
are fro m ju n io r high scho o l. 
Graham has set himself u p , in his wo rds, 
“as an adv o cate,” between the y o u n gsters 
an d scho o l o fficials. 
" I’m teachin g them to co p e with the sy s­ 
tem ,” he ex p lain ed “ I’m gettin g great co ­ 
o p eratio n fro m the scho o ls in mo st in stan ces. 
All I can do is to remin d them that there is a 
way o f do in g thin gs within the scho o ls, that 
o ther stu den ts o p erate u n der these ru les an d 
that they hav e to get alo n g the same way .” 
"Man y o f these bo y s were chro n ic tru ­ 
an ts,’’ he ex p lain ed. “On e bo y was missin g as 
man y as three o f ev ery fiv e scho o l day s Sin ce 
the p ro gram started, we’v e o n ly had o n e bo y 
sk ip o n e day , an d that was becau se he felt 
there was go in g to be tro u ble at the scho o l an d

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Nixon zenith 1 year ago

On Nov. 7, 1972 Richard M. Nixon 
was re-elected President. It hardly 
seems conceivable that this was only 
one year ago. 
When inaugurated Vice Presi­ 
dent in 1953 he was, at 40, the second 
youngest Vice President in history. 
John C. Breckinridge (1856) was the 
youngest, age 35. 


In 1968, phoenix-like Mr. Nixon 
rose from the ashes and achieved 
history’s greatest political come­ 
back. But he was nevertheless a mi­ 
nority President. 
The President received only 43.4 
per cent of the popular vote, the low­ 
est since Woodrow Wilson in 1912. 


Behind the scenes and unknown 
to the public, being a minority Presi­ 
dent gnawed deeply, profoundly on 
Mr. Nixon throughout his first term. 
In private, he returned to this fact 
again and again, as a tongue may 
probe an aching tooth. 
A special feeling intensified this 
quiet gnawing. Mr. Nixon was Presi­ 
dent only b y grace of his ow ti state of 
California. 


His state’s Presidential impact is 
made famous by the 1916 Charles 
Evan s Hughes-Woodrow W ilson 
race. But if you analyze what hap­ 
pened to Mr. Nixon in 1968 the ear­ 
lier drama pales: 


He needed to win 269 Electoral 
College votes. He won California 
with its 40. Mr. Nixon’s national total 
was 301. Hubert H. Humphrey’s total 
was 191. Gov. George A. Wallace got 
46. 
Had Mr. Humphrey carried Cali­ 
fornia he would have won only 15 of 
the 50 states. Mr. W allace won five. 
But California would have increased 
Mr. Humphrey’s electoral votes to 
231 and decreased Mr. Nixon’s to 
261. 


California would have kept Mr. 
Nixon from getting the required 269 
m ajority 
and 
prevented 
anyone 
from being elected President of the 
United States at the 1968 polls. 
But, ah, came 1972! 
Demo cratic riv al Geo rg e Mc­ 
Go v ern tack ed to an d fro lik e a b e­ 
wild ered d u ck . Th e v o ters lu rch ed 
away fro m h im as y o u wo u ld a ty ­ 
p h o id carrier. 


On election night Democratic 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, eyeing the 
M cGovern collapse, rem arked: 
“ How on earth could any one candi­ 
date alienate labor, the religious 


groups, the South and so many other 
people in one single election?’’ 
No less than 46 million voters out 
of 74.1 million chose Mr. Nixon. Mr. 
McGovern got only 38 per cent of the 
popular vote. 
George Washington swept every 
state both times. Jefferson got 162 of 
176 electoral votes when re-elected 
in 1804. But in 168 years—until Mr. 
Nixon in 1972—only four men 
achieved truly monumental land­ 
slides. 


Warren G. Harding (1920) lost 
only 11 states to Jam es M. Cox. He 
captured 60.4 per cent of the vote. 
Mr. Harding won 404-127 in the Elec­ 
toral College. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt (1936) lost 
only two states to Kansas Gov. Alf 
Landon and won 523-8 in the Elector­ 
al College. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower (1952) de­ 
feated Adlai E. Stevenson 442-89 in 
the Electoral College and (1956) by 
457-73. 
Lyndon B. Johnson (1964) got 486 
electoral votes to Sen. Barry Gold- 
water’s 52. He won 61.2 per cent of 
the vote, approximately identical 
with Mr. Nixon’s landslide. 


In the South Mr. Nixon’s popular 
vote was the largest given any Re­ 
publican Presid ential candidate 
since the founding of the Republican 
party. He won every one of the 50 
states but one and took 521 of the 538 
votes in the Electoral College. 
Came Watergate. 


One thing is certain: Its time 
bombs are sure to tick away for a 
very, very long time. 
With the Senate Watergate report 
not even due until Feb. 28, 1974, the 
House investigations, the special 
prosecutor’s 
long 
activities, 
the 
known indictments and many law­ 
suits, the slow legal processes and 
potential appeals, etc., many years 
are sure to be consumed. 


In various forms Watergate will 
go on and on—and all beyond Mr. 
Nixon’s control. 


Every man holds an inward talk 
with himself. Any life is filled with 
reflections that begin “ If only 
It’s always tempting to wonder what 
would have happened “ if” ; for what 
mig h t have happened in a man’s life, 
a nation’s future, etc., is the most 
tantalizing of all mysteries. 


Nov. 7, 1972. A single year. There 
is simply no available panacea. 


R E F L E C TIO N S — The world 
may have a population of seven bil­ 
lion by the vear 2000. 


Can we feed that many people? 


Facing this question recently, 
Sec. of Agriculture Ea rl L. Butz pre­ 
dicted this will not pose a problem 
but suggested the real challenge is 
“ Can we feed them at a higher level 
of nutrition than at least half of the 
world’s people now experience?” 


Butz, speaking at the Pepperdine 
University Great Issues Series, ped- 
agogically stated, “ Population will 
never outstrip the food supply. It is a 
biological impossibility.” 


The USD A chief explained a giv­ 
en supply of food will support a given 
population and thus the food supply 
ultimately determines the popula­ 
tion. 


Most of us are not ready to con­ 
cede the best way for determining 
population is by biological determin­ 
ism where if people outrun the food 
supply, enough of them die so that 
existing supplies do go around. 


Turning to the United States 
which is the food-basket of the 
world, we find projections our popu­ 
lation will be perhaps 300 million by 
the year 2000. 


And although food production ca­ 
pacity has become increasingly a 
topic of public concern in the past 18 
months. Sec. Butz sees no chance of 
a real food shortage here in the fore­ 
seeable future. 


He points out with some acres 
idled and with others not farmed in­ 
tensively we produce a sufficient 
amount of farm produce to give us 
the highest standard of living any 
place and any time in history. 


In addition to this, we export two- 
thirds of our wheat, half of our soy­ 
beans, one-fourth of our feed grains, 
half of our cattle hides, two-thirds of 
our rice, and one-third of our cotton. 


No nation so well provides food 
provisions for its people and yet has 
so much left over to be exported. 
The pressures we will experience 
in the future are temporary short­ 
ages caused by certain production- 
distribution imbalances and in gen­ 
eral consumers will be faced with 
continuing rising food prices. 


All of this will be part of our con­ 
tinuing to be the food basket for the 
world which in the end may prove 
the biblical adage, “ That he who is 
the greatest servant, shall be master 
of a ll.” 


We hope the people of the United 
States do not eventually try to be 
masters of the world, but in a world 
atmosphere in which we live, it is 
comforting to know our country is 
long on such a basic human need as 
food.

Impeachment: 1868, 197 3?

The constitutional crisis engen­ 
dered by the Watergate tapes con­ 
troversy has focused the curiosity of 
Americans on the only other time in 
their history that a president has 
stood in peril of being removed 
from office by virtue of Article II, 
Section 6 of the Constitution—the 
impeachment clause. 
On Feb. 24, 1868, a bill of im ­ 
peachment embracing 11 charges 
was brought by the House of Repre­ 
sentatives against Andrew Johnson, 
I7 th president of the United States. 
On March 13, his trial began in the 
Senate, and in voting on May 16 and 
26, he was acquitted, the Senate each 
time falling just one vote short of the 
two-thirds needed to convict. 
Are there any sim ilarities or par­ 
allels between those momentous 
events and the impeachment fever 
gripping many Americans and an 
uncertain number of congressmen 
today? Are there any lessons that 
can be applied to our own time? 
Aside from the sheer mechanics 
of the impeachment process itself— 
assuming that the current crisis 
reaches that point—the answer is no. 
TTie- two periods and the circum ­ 
stances of the two embattled presi­ 
dents can scarcely be compared. 
For at least a year preceding 
those fateful days in the spring of 
1868, Andrew Johnson, attempting to 
carry out the conciliatory policy of 
the fallen Abraham Lincoln toward 
the post-Civil W ar South, had been 
locked in combat with a Congress 
dominated by “ Radical Republi­ 
cans” bent on treating the South as a 
conquered province. 
Two y ears after Ap p o matto x , in a 
series o f Reco n stru ctio n Acts, Co n ­ 
g ress in effect ren ewed th e war an d 
d eclared th e fo rmer Co n fed eracy to 
b e “reb el states.” Po stwar state 


governments were abolished and the 
South was divided into districts and 
placed under m ilitary occupation. 
What brought the confrontation 
between president and Congress to a 
head was the passage in 1867 of the 
Tenure of Office Act, forbidding the 
president to remove any officer of 
the government without the consent 
of the Senate. 
It was Johnson’s defiance of this 
act by attempting to replace Secre­ 
tary of W ar Edwin Stanton, a noto­ 
rious source of adm inistration 
“ leaks” to the radicals, that was the 
immediate cause of his impeach­ 
ment. 
Rather than sim ilarities between 
1868 and 1973, there are contrasts: 
—Congress routinely, passed 
laws over the veto of President 
Johnson. Today, even in the midst of 
the Watergate scandal, Congress 
has consistently failed to override 
the vetosof President Nixon. 
—Congress usurped the role of 
commander-in-chief from Andrew 
Johnson, going so far as to deprive 
him of control of the Army. Today, it 
will be considered a significant vic­ 
tory if Congress succeeds in limiting 
the President’s war-making initia­ 
tive to a 60-day period over his ex­ 
pected veto. 
—As noted, Congress denied to 
Andrew Johnson the right to remove 
civil officials, including members of 
his own cabinet. Today, we wonder 
who will be next to join the long line 
of aides, secretaries and others exit­ 
ing the executive branch, either re­ 
signing under a cloud of suspicion or 
being ousted by Richard Nixon. 
—Even Andrew Johnson’s oppo­ 
nents doubted the constitutionality 
of the Tenure of Office Act (it was, 
in fact, eventually nullified by the 
Supreme Court). Today, even sup­ 
porters of Richard Nixon fear that 


he is attempting to place himself 
above the law. 
Not least of the contrasts, there 
was no breath of scandal surround­ 
ing the Johnson administration, no 
question of honesty or m orality, no 
maze of Watergate deception and 
coverup under investigation, no waf­ 
fling or defiance in the face of court 
orders to produce evidence. 


In sum, the case of Andrew John­ 
son was that of a powerless presi- 
dent-by-accident versus an over­ 
weening and vindictive Congress; 
that of Richard Nixon, a strong pres­ 
ident, overwhelmingly re-elected, 
versus a malleable Congress ac­ 
cused of defaulting on its constitu­ 
tional rights and duties. 
Yet because only once before has 
there been a serious movement to 
invoke the impeachment provision 
of the Constitution against a presi­ 
dent (ITiomas Jefferson called it a 
“ mere scarecrow” ) we inevitably 
seek guidance from history. 
If guidance is to be found any­ 
where, it is, perhaps, to be found in 
the consciences of that handful of 
senators 
who 
risked—and 
re ­ 
ce ive d - p o litical retaliation for 
standing against the will of the m a­ 
jority. 


To those men of the 40th Con­ 
gress, the continued existence of a 
government of balanced powers was 
too important, too precious, to per­ 
mit of the destruction even of an im ­ 
potent Andrew Johnson. 
The question the members of the 
93rd Congress may be asked to de­ 
cide in their hearts is whether the in­ 
tegrity of that same government 
now demands the curbing of one of 
the most strong-willed and inde­ 
pendent chief executives ever to sit 
in the White House, Richard M. 
Nixon.

Post office offers variety 
of ways to handle your mail

WASHINGTON (A P)-M aU - 
ing a letter or package, like 
choosing new car options or ice 
cream flavors, has become 
more complicated. It helps to 
know what you’re doing. 
The Postal Service now offers 
seven different combinations of 
methods for getting your mes­ 
sage or parcels to where you 
want them to go. If you live in 
Washington or New York, make 
that eight. 
In the face of this array of 
services, individuals, by Postal 
S«*vices officials’ own admis­ 
sion, often get shortchanged. 
Efforts to apprise users of the 
varieties of service available 
are directed mainly at big-vol- 
ume mailers. ‘‘That’s where 
our bread and butter is,” says 
William A. Rissell, customer 
services manager for the Post­ 
al Service. 
‘‘There is very good postal 
service if people know how and 
where to get it,” said Rissell. 
“ We probably have been re­ 
miss in not getting information 
to individuals.” 
And how you mail can make 
a difference. A one-pound book 
mailed 500 miles, for example, 
can cost $1, 70 cents or 16 
cents. The $1 buys priority 
mail, also called air parcel 
post, and is programmed to get 
the book there the next day. 
Seventy cents buys parcel post, 
which should get the book there 
in three days. Sixteen cents 


buys the special book rate, 
which you won’t get if the clerk 
doesn’t know the package is a 
book. The book rate, like parcel 
post, is designed to get the 
package there in three days. 
Special delivery is another 
item which can be a bargain or 
a waste of money. It costs 60 
cents extra for up to two 
pounds of first class and air 
mail or 80 cents extra for any 
other class the same weight. 
Normally the special delivery 
routes leave metropolitan post 
offices every four hours until 
closing time or no later than 9 
p.m. Special delivery also func­ 
tions on Sundays and holidays. 
Otherwise, special delivery is 
handled like any other mail. 
Thus special delivery on an 
air mail letter posted early in 
the afternoon and headed for a 
city within 600 miles would im­ 
prove delivery by no more than 
a few hours, since the letter is 
targeted for next day delivery, 
anyway. But special delivery 
on a letter posted just before a 
three-day holiday can save up 
to two days in delivery time. 
One of the options so new 
that it’s still considered ex­ 
perimental is express mail. 
Basic express mail entails tak­ 
ing the letter or parcel to the 
post office and having 
the 
recipient pick it up on the other 
end. Express mail costs $1.50 
for normal letters and $2.25 for 
parcels up to two pounds. It’s 
available at 38 selected post of­ 
fices—usually the larger ones— 


across the country. 
Since the Postal Service aims 
for overnight delivery of air 
mail p>osted by 4 p.m. in special 
boxes or post offices, under 
normal circumstances express 
mail isn’t any faster than air 
mail within 600 miles or to se­ 
lected cities. 
But with air mail, you get no 
guarantee your letter will ar­ 
rive the day you hope it will. 
But the Postal Service refunds 
your money if they don’t deliv­ 
er express mail the next day. 
And because of time zones, 
some west-to-east air m ail- 
such as Los Angeles to New 
York—isn’t even targeted for 
next day 
delivery. 
Express 
mail is guaranteed even west- 
to-east, however. 
Express mail, under some 
circumstances, can 
also 
be 
cheaper than another new op­ 
tion, mailgrams. 
To send a mailgram, you 
have to go to a Western Union 
office to file your message. The 
message is delivered by wire to 
the appropriate post office and 
then is delivered on the next 
day’s normal carrier routes. 
Mailgrams cost $2 for the 
first hundred words and $1 for 
each 
additional 
100 
words. 
Western Union night letters, by 
comparison, cost $6 delivered 
for the first hundred words. 
But since first class, air mail, 
express mail and mailgrams 
move at night, they’re no help 
to people who have something 
ready to move early in the 


morning and want to get it de­ 
livered before the end of the 
day. 
For mailing parcels, what the 
Postal Service calls priority 
mail can be a bargain in terms 
of time saved. Priority mail 
moves in the same bags with 
air mail. 


Generally, parcels up to two 
pounds in weight and traveling 
long distances cost only pennies 
more for priority mail, yet the 
time saving can be substantial. 
A one-pound package sent 
parcel post from New York to 
Los Angeles would cost $1.05 
and take eight days by Postal 
Service 
standards. 
Priority 
mail would cost $1 and could 
get there overnight. 


That price is a freak created 
by postal rate schedules, but it 
illustrates the savings in time 
and money available to people 
who shop as diligently at the 
post office as at the food store.

Acce n t o n yo u th in la te st film h its

LOS AN G ELES (AP) - Ste­ 
ven Spielberg recently directed 
a $2 million movie, “ The Sugar- 
land Express,” starring Goldie 
Hawn. He is 25. 
Rodrick Paul coproduced the 
current 20th Century-Fox suc­ 
cess, “ The Paper Chase.” He is 
2 1. 
The two young 
men 
ex­ 
emplify the movie companies’ 
growing 
trend 
of 
injecting 
fresh, youthful talent into an in­ 
dustry that had been threat­ 
ened with hardening of the 
creative arteries. 
The accent in youth can be 
seen in four current successes: 
“ Dillinger,” “ American Graf­ 
fiti,” “ Westworld” and “ Mean 
Streets.” All were made by di­ 
rectors under 30. 
Youth in the film business is 
nothing new. Irving Thalberg 
headed production at Universal 
Studios at 20, Darryl Zanuck 
did the same at Warner Bros, 
at 25. Orson Welles made “ Citi­ 
zen Kane” when he was 25. 
But as the film industry ma­ 
tured, so did film makers. By 
the 1960s, middle-aged produc­ 
ers, directors and writers were 


creating movies for an au­ 
dience that was predominately 
under 25. 
“ Easy Rider” changed studio 
thinking. The cheaply made bi­ 
ker film hit big with the young 
crowd, bringing a flood of sim­ 
ilar movies by youthful film 
makers. Nearly all failed, and 
the wonder boys found them­ 
selves outside the studio walls 
once again. 
But the studios are now giv­ 
ing youth another chance. E vi­ 
dence : Steve Spielberg and Rod 
Paul. 
Both broke into the movies on 
their own, without the help of 
relatives or special pull. Both 
are self-admitted movie nuts. 
Both started filming at early 
ages with super-8 cameras. 
Spielberg began his career in 
Phoenix, Ariz., enlisting play­ 
mates to act in 15-minute mov­ 
ies which he showed for an ad­ 
mission price of 25 cents — 
“ only to raise enough money to 
make another film.” He en­ 
rolled at Cal State University, 
Long Beach, because it was 
closer 'to the studios than Ari­ 
zona colleges. 
How did he get into the studi­ 
os? As a gate crasher. 


“ i spent a year at Universal 
without working there,” he ad­ 
mits. “ I simply dressed up in a 
suit, waved to the guard and 
walked around the studio vis­ 
iting movie sets.” 
But the year of prowling the 
sets did not teach him how to 
be a director. “ It’s something 
you can’t learn by watching,” 
he said. “ You can watch how a 
director moves people around, 
but there’s no way you can get 
inside his head and find out 
why he is doing things.” 
Spielberg’s 
break-through 
came with his 22-minute movie 
“ Amblin’.” It was a wordless, 
lyrical tale of a boy and girl 
who travel from the Mojave 
Desert to the ocean. Studios 
were impressed, but the ques­ 
tion arose: “ Can the kid handle 
dialogue?” Sid Sheinberg, pro­ 
duction boss of Universal, de­ 
cided he could and signed him 
as a director. 
His first assignment was ter­ 
rifying: directing Joan Craw­ 
ford in a “ Night Gallery” tele­ 
vision drama. 
“ I expected myself to become 
a joke at Hollywood parties — 
‘21-year-old directs Joan Craw­ 
ford,” ’ 
he 
recalled. 
“ Some 


people thought the whole thing 
was a publicity stunt. But Joan 
was marvelous. She treated me 
as though I had been directing 
for 10 years.” 
The show was well received, 
although Spielberg thought he 
did “ a terrible job.” He di­ 
rected such series as “ Name of 
the Game” and “ Marcus Wel- 
by, M.D.,” but feels that mov­ 
ies for television really started 
his 
career. 
Among 
them: 
“ Duel,” with Dennis Weaver; 
“ Something E v il” with Sandy 
Dennis; and “ Savage,” with 
Barbara Bain, Martin Landau. 
Universal this year consid­ 
ered him ready for a feature, 
and he supplied an original sto­ 
ry, “ Sugarland Express.”- He 
brought it in on schedule and is 
now preparing another film, 
“ Clearwater.” 
Rod Paul grew up in nearby 
Tarzana and also started film­ 
ing early. 
Winning an Eastman Kodak 
prize for one of his 8mm shorts 
convinced him that he wanted 
to be a film maker. After high 
school, he worked at the Broad­ 
way Department Store to help 
pay for an eight-month course 
in a local film school, now 


defunct. 
Many of today’s film produc­ 
ers have come from talent 
agencies, and so Paul applied 
for the training program at 
William Morris. “ They told me 
to work in the file room until 
there was an opening,” he re­ 
called. “ After five months in 
the file room I asked personnel 
about my chances. I was told 
they weren’t too good because I 
was too young and hadn’t gone 
to college.” 
Paul quit and took a job with 
the CBS film branch, Cinema 
Center. Within 18 months he 
was running the story depart­ 
ment. He found a novel, “ The 


Paper Chase,” that seemed 
promising. Since Cinema Cen­ 
ter was being disbanded, he 
and a fellow employee, Bob 
Thompson, borrowed $3,000 and 
optioned the novel for them- 
sleves. 
Paul, then 20, and Thompson, 
32, took the project to 20th Cen­ 
tury-Fox, James Bridges wrote 
and 
directed 
“ The 
Paper 
Chase,” starring Timothy Bot­ 
toms and Lindsay Wagner, and 
it is a critical and box-office 
hit. Coproducer Paul didn’t 
turn 21 until the film was com­ 
pleted, and he admits, “ I some­ 
times signed papers wondering 
if they w*>re legal.”

I know there are parents, somewhere out there, who have got­ 
ten rid of their television sets in favor of such wholesome activities 
as baking bread or weaving baskets. 
I have hoped for the strength of will to rid myself of the one- 
eyed monster that sits there in the family room, teaching our three 
impressionable children catchy phrases about Preparation H or 
the heartbreak of psoriasis. 
I know if I don’t destroy the beast he will hold my children in 
thrall for more hours than they spend in school. (A recent govern­ 
ment study tallies up 15,000 hours before the tube from kindergar­ 
ten to high school graduation vs. 12,000 in class.) 
Yes, I censor their viewing. I forbid the violent programs. But 
what about the violence of rampant greed that permeates TV give­ 
away shows, turning adults into costumed maniacs who give away 
their last shred of dignity for the new washer and dryer that might 
be waiting behind curtain number one.

I was beginning to realize that I couldn’t live with our TV and 
couldn’t live without it.

Selecting proper trump lead 


By Oswald & James Jacoby 
There is nothing wrong with 
the North-South bidding. North 
certainly has a sound raise to 
two spades and no one can 
blame South for jumping right 
to game. 
The fact that South has no 
real play for his contract, has 
nothing to do with the correct­ 
ness of the bidding. If you never 
go down at a game contract you 
won’t incur many penalties but 
you will lose a lot of games and 
rubbers more enterprising bid­ 
ders would win. 
There is nothing wrong with 
West’s lead either. No suit has 
been bid but spades and it is 
less likely that a lead from a 
queen turns out to be a disaster. 
This time it does because if 
West led any other suit he 
would be sure of making a dia­ 
mond trick later. 
South should win the diamond 
with the 10 spot. There is no 
point in a falsecard play here. 
It is up to South to lead one of 
his high trumps. Which one? 
Not the king surely. If he leads 
it and West holds the ace he will 
take his ace, lead a second dia­ 
mond and give his partner a 
ruff to defeat the contract. How 
about the 10-spot? Equally un­ 
desirable. If West has the ace 
he is very likely to figure out 
just what South is up to. 
South’s best hope is to lead 
the queen. West may decide 
that South’s trump suit is head­ 
ed by queen-jack-10. In that 
case it is up to West to duck. Of 
course, even this play isn’t too 
likely to work but it does give 
South his best chance.

New methods of cooking, 
such as use of plastic bags for 
roasting meats, fowl or vegeta­ 
bles, receive wide acclaim, 
even though there is nothing 
really new about the method at 
all. 
Using plain 
brown 
paper 
sacks for roasting is one of the 
oldest methods. Antoine’s at 
New Orleans has made almost 
a household word of “ pompano 
en papillote” which is nothing 
more than a good fish prepared 
in an oiled brown bag. 
So, as you plan to cook the 
Thanksgiving turkey, I suggest 
this simple method for produc­ 
ing a tender bird which will be 
easy to slice. After washing and 
drying turkey, rub thoroughly 
with peanut oil, salt, pepper 
and paprika inside and out, 
then place in a brown (plain) 
grocery bag. 
Close the open end with one or 
two folds then fasten securely 
with a stapler, with paper clips 
or other closures. Place turkey 
breast side up on a flat rack on 
top of a shallow pan. Be sure 
seam of the bag is up. 
Bird may be unstuffed or 
stuffed, as you desire. For un­ 
stuffed turkeys, roast 10 min­ 
utes per pound at 325 degrees. 
Stuffed turkeys up to 18 pounds 
should be roasted 20 minutes 
per pound at 325 degrees, while 
for larger stuffed birds reduce 
heat to 300 degrees. 
Don’t baste and don’t peek. 
The bag will not burn. The tur­ 
key cooks by live steam which 
accounts for the short cooking 
time and you’ll be surprised (if 
you haven’t done this before) 
how the turkey browns. 
When turkey is done, punc­ 
ture bottom of the bag to allow 
juices to drain into the pan be­ 
low for gravy. Since steam is 
involved be careful. Let turkey 
rest for 10 to 15 minutes before 
carving. 
The paper bag method was 
first suggested to me by Mrs. 
Jack Beatty (1209 Newbury), 
Champaign. 
And, since it’s 
pheasant season in most areas, 
here’s a similar method for 
cooking this wild delicacy. 
Clean pheasant well, wash, 
dry, then butter thoroughly in­ 
side and out. Put a bunch of tart 
white grapes in the cavity. 
Sprinkle lightly with salt. Wrap 
securely in foil. 
Place pheasant on a rack 
with a flat pan beneath and 
cook at 350 degrees for 21 
hours. Again, don’t baste and 
don’t peek Mrs. E. N. Jacquin 
(Fairmount), Alton, has one 
word for pheasant prepared 
this way and that’s “ delish! ”

Scott’s su it alleges the firms 


obtained official state estimates 
of the cost of bridge constru c­ 
tion along a segment of the in­ 
terstate which p asses throu gh 
Farmer City , between Bloo­ 
mington and Champ aign in 
east-central Illinois 
Then, the su it alleges, the 
firms entered into a consp iracy 
to decide themselv es who the 
su ccessfu l low bidder wou ld be

the designated contractor to 
win the contract, the su it al­ 
leges. 
Scou said his action was only 
one p hase of “an ongoing inv es­ 
tigation into highway bidding 
p ractices throu ghou t Illinois.”

Insurance discrimination 
alleged by state official 


CHICAGO (A P )— Fred A. 
Mauck, director of the Illinois 
Department of Insurance, says 
that (Chicago’s blacks and poor 
are 
being 
discrim inated 
against by insurance compa­ 
nies. 
He told the Mutual Insurance 
Technical Conference Monday 
that if the industry doesn’t do 
something about abuses in both 
auto and homeowner insurance 
the state will. 
Mauck suggested that the 
present assigned-risk plan be 
restructured to permit the buy­ 
er a free choice of a company 
and at the same time permit a 
particular company to protect 
itself from unwarranted risks. 
In a geographic high-risk 
area, Mauck said, insurance 
companies have a legal right to 


charge more for coverage but 
“ there are indications some 
companies determine high-risk 
areas not on insurance loss fig­ 
ures but «1 something more 
subjective . . . And that subjec­ 
tive something could very well 
be race or economic levels.” 
Some insurance firms, he 
said, keep preferred or low-risk 
auto insurance away from poor 
blacks by locating their offices 
away from poor neighborhoods. 
“ The result is that poor 
blacks pay a lot more money 
for a lot less coverage whether 
or not they are high insurance 
risks,” he said. 
Mauck said the industry 
sometimes refuses to issue 
homeowner insurance in areas 
where racial change is antici- 
hated. 
Chinese relax 
emigration rules: 
woes in Hong Kong 


HONG KONG (A P) — China 
is allowing more legal emigra­ 
tion than at any time since the 
Communists 
took 
over 
the 
mainland in 1949. This has 
created a serious housing and 
welfare problem for already 
overcrowded Hong Kong be­ 
cause the emigrants have no­ 
where to go from here. 
Building up throughout most 
of the year, the influx hit what 
some Hong Kong officials pri­ 
vately call “ near crisis” stage 
late in October. 
Some 7, 000 (Chinese with legal 
exit visas crossed the border 
into Hong Kong in October, and 
2,191 crossed in the first five 
days of November. 
Since the first of the year, 
more than 46,000 Chinese have 
been permitted to leave China. 
In all of 1972, there were about 
5,800. And in 1971, 2,369. 
These figures do not include 
the “ illegal” Chinese refugees 
who flee China in fishing junks 
or other small coastal craft or 
by swimming to Hong Kong. 
Government officials and social 
workers estimated these at be­ 
tween 12,000 and 15,000 a year 
- but no one knows for sure. 
Once in Hong Kong, the “ ille­ 
gals” lose themselves in hill­ 
side squatter hut areas and 
jammed tenement buildings. 
Social service officials say 
virtually all of the 46,000 legal 
emigrants so far this year are 
still in Hong Kong because they 
have no onward visas to enta* 
other countries. There is a gen­ 
eral feeling here that many will 
not be able to get these visas.

WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
president of a Houston founda­ 
tion says special Watergate 
prosecutor Leon Jaworski once 
approved use of the foundation 
to launder money for the Cen­ 
tral Intelligence Agency. 
Jaworski declined on Monday 
to answer a list of written ques­ 
tions about the matter. He is­ 
sued a terse denial through his 
office, but was quoted by a 
Houston newspaper as acknowl­ 
edging that he may have had 
some role in the conduit ar­ 
rangement. 
John Freeman, president of 
the Houston-based M.D. Ander­ 
son Foundation, said Jaworski 
voted with him and the group’s 
other two directors to approve 
a request by a CIA r^resenta- 
tive to pass money to an inter­ 
national lawyer’s group. 
Freeman, who was one of Ja ­ 
worski’s law partners, said the 
foundation 
forwardeid 
more 
than $600,000 at the CIA’s re­ 
quest to the American Fund for ' 
Free Jurists Inc. 
Freeman said the arrange­ 
ment continued for several 
years until it was exposed in 


1967 along with a bevy of secret 
CIA subsidies to supposedly in­ 
dependent groups including the 
National Student Association. 
Freeman, in a telephone in­ 
terview, said he sees nothing 
wrong with the arrangement, 
and described it as being “ in 
furtherance of law and order 
throughout the free world.” 
Freeman said he assumes 
that the money came from the 
government, although it passed 
into the Anderson foundation 
through a group of other foun­ 
dations. These were identified 
in 1967 news accounts as dum­ 
mies set up by the CIA. 
He said a CIA man requested 
the conduit arrangement be­ 
cause the jurists group would 
have re fu s i direct government 
support. 
He also said he believes Ja ­ 
worski was aware of the ar­ 
rangement during the several 
years that it was in effect. 
Freeman said he explained to 
Jaworski and the other direc­ 
tors that the arrangement had 
been requested by a CIA man. 
Jaworski issued a denial. “ To 
his knowledge he has never act- 


ed directly or indirectly as a 
conduit for Central Intelligence 
Agency funds used for any pur­ 
pose,” a spokesman said late 
Monday. 


Jaworski was quoted differ­ 
ently by the Houston Chronicle, 
which said the special prose­ 
cutor had acknowledged he 
might have played some part in 
the conduit arrangement, al­ 
though he didn’t know that the 


funds were from the govern­ 
ment. 
The newspaper also quoted 
Jaworski as saying he doesn’t 
believe the CIA matter will af­ 
fect his job as special Water­ 
gate prosecutorm 
Among the matters under Ja- 
worski’s jurisdiction are still- 
lingering questions about the 
role of the CIA in the Water­ 
gate burglary and the sub­ 
sequent cover-up. 
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they are going to have to stay 
here.

Many came originally from 
Indonesia, Malaysia, Cambodia, 
and South Vietnam. When they 
left for China they lost their 
citizenship or residence rights 
in those countries. 
“ And,” said one Hong Kong 
official, “ those countries don’t 
seem to want them back and 
other countries don’t want them 
— and so Hong Kong has to ab­ 
sorb them.”

(A P) — After nearly 20 years 
as a Marine officer, Lt. Col. 
Gerald P. Carr gets his first 
command Saturday when Sky­ 
lab 3 streaks away from earth 
to start a record space mission. 
Carr, a 4l-year-old astronaut, 
will be the man in charge on 
history’s longest space flight — 
an 85-day stay aboard Amer­ 
ica’s space station. 
The spaceman says he has a 
light-handed style of command

and doesn’t plan to run a really 
tight ship. 
‘‘1 guess I would be called a 
benevolent dictator,” said Carr, 
an easy-going, relaxed man 
with an infectious grin. “ We 
have a free interchange of 
ideas. Neither one of the guys 
on my crew are the least bit 
reluctant to let me know how 
they feel about anything.” 
Carr and his crewmates, Dr, 
Edward G Gibson and William 
R Pogue, are all space rookies, 
but by the time they return to 
earth they’ll be history’s most 
expereinced travelers in space. 
As first-timers in orbit, Carr 
said he expects to “ make some 
adjustmentb” and maybe a few 
mistakes. 
Legal 
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“ I think it would be awfully 
naive to think we can go up 
there and not expect any prob­ 
lems caused by inexperience,” 
said Carr. “ I think we’ll have 
to adjust to certain things that 
we don’t understand and don’t 
have the experience to under­ 
stand right now. But I don’t see 
anything m ajor,” 
Carr was born in Denver, 
Colo., but moved at an early 
age with his fam ily to Santa 
Ana, Calif., the place he calls 
his home town. His mother, 
Freda L. Carr, stiil lives there. 
The move, said the astronaut, 
played an important part in the 
selection of his profession. 
Southern California, he re­ 
called, was a hot bed of avia­ 
tion development when he was 
a boy during World W ar II. Of­ 
ten he saw “ some of the crazy 
fighter planes they were devel­ 
oping ...fly over my house.” 
Carr quickly learned that for 
the investment of a little sweat, 
he could become briefly a part 
of that world of aviation in 
bloom around him. 
“ As a boy it was no problem 
at all for a couple of buddies of 
mine and me to hop on our 
bikes and pedal out to Orange 
County Airport and wash air­ 
planes for rides,” Carr said. 
The youths would work all 
morning for a 20-minute hop in 
a light airplane. 
He joined the Naval Reserve 


in high school and trained as 
an aviation crew chief. The 
next year, he entered the Uni­ 
versity of Southern California 
on a Navy scholarship, fully in­ 
tending to become a naval 
aviatior. 
As a junior in college, said 
Carr, he became interested in 
“ the spirit of the M arine 
Corps, something that has ap­ 
pealed to me all my life.” 
He took his commission in 
the Marine Corps after gradu­ 
ation in 1954 and earned his 
aviator’s 
wings. 
After 
five 
years as a jet fighter pilot in 
the United States and the Ori­ 
ent, Carr went back to school 
to earn a masters degree in 
aeronautical engineering from 
Princeton. 
In 1966, he was selected as an 
astronaut. 
Carr served twice on techni­ 
cal support crews for moon 
missions and also helped to de­ 
velop and test the lunar rover 
car astronauts drove on the 
moon. 
The astronaut is married to 
the former Joann Ruth Petrie. 
They met as pupils attending 
Santa Ana High School and 
married after college. 
Carr and his wife have six 
children, including two sets of 
twins. The oldest is Jennifer, 
18, a student at the University 
of Houston. The oldest twins, 
Jam ee and Jeffrey, are 15. 


John is 11, and Jessica and 
Joshua, the second set of twins, 
are 9. 
The “ J ’s” in the children’s 
first names were planned. 
“ We thought it would be kind 
of nice,” said Carr. “ Of course, 
when we started this little gim­ 
mick, we didn’t realize there 
were going to be six of them.” 
Mrs. Carr calls her husband 
“ very family oriented.” 
“ Really about all he does 
away from the fam ily is work,” 
she said. “ His hobbies are real­ 
ly what I call puttering” 
In five years of spare time 
“ puttering,” Carr built a sports 
car and reconditioned a bus 
which the family now uses for 
camping trips. 
The astronaut and his wife 
also are active in their church 
and until recently served as 
sponsors for a high school 
Christian fellowship group. 
"M y wife and I found you 
can really get turned on by the 
kids,” he said. “ They’re stimu­ 
lating people. It does as much 
for us as it does for the kids.” 
After Skylab Carr expects 
that he may have to hang up 
his spacesuit, but he hopes to 
remain in the space program. 
Like other astronauts he be­ 
lieves it must be continued. 
" It ’s our obligation to explore 
space. Man just can’t stag­ 
nate,” said Carr. “ He’s got to 
keep opening his horizons.”

N EW YO RK (A P) - Pushed 
by a Congress anxious for re­ 
form, the nation’s fragmented 
securities industry is moving 
slowly and painfully toward a 
central 
market 
system 
de­ 
signed to serve the American 
investor 
as 
fairly 
and 
ef­ 
ficiently as possible. 
Despite 
continued 
con­ 
troversy 
and 
disagreement 
within the industry itself, the 
first step in such a central 
market — a composite ticker 
tape to record the sale of secu­ 
rities anywhere in the United 
States — could begin to operate 
as soon as next summer. 
Further steps foreseen by 
most observers include a com­ 
posite tape for bid and ask 
prices, and central facilities for 
paperwork on securities trans­ 
actions and handling of stock 
certificates. 
The goal “ is a network of 
brokers and dealers, operating 
both from offices and on ex­ 
change floors, linked together 
by 
an 
electronic 
commu­ 
nications network and subject 
to a common regulatory frame­ 
work,” according to the Secu­ 
rities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion. 
Though technologically the 
central 
market 
could 
begin 
relatively soon, the controversy 
now is over who will have ac­ 
cess to it and on what terms. 
“ We want to know the rules of 
the games before we start play­ 
ing,” said a spokesman for the 
New York Stock Exchange, the 
nation’s biggest auction market 
for securities. 
“ Like motherhood and apple 
pie, everyone here is in favor 
of a central m arket,” said one 
broker intimately involved in 
current negotiations. “ The only 
question is how.” 
Resolving the “ how” requires 
the delicate balancing of strong 
and varied interests throughout 
the industry and within the gov­ 
ernment itself. 
Many 
stocks 
today 
are 
traded, auction-style, on the 
New York Stock Exchange, the 
American Stock Exchange, and 
11 regional exchanges. In addi­ 
tion there is the over-the-count­ 
er market, in which dealer 
firms buy and sell thqMsands of 
stocks not listed on the ex­ 
changes. 
Because of the tremendous 
increase in block trading, par­ 
ticularly by such institutions as 
banks and pension funds, a 
dealer-operated “ thirdm arket” 
has developed to buy and sell 
large quantities of listed issues 
away from exchange floors. F i­ 
nally there is the so-called 
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“ fourth m arket,” where in­ 
stitutions simply swap stock 
among themselves at whatever 
price is mutually acceptable. 
Why is the central market 
needed? To assure greater effi­ 
ciency and give the investor ac­ 
cess to the best available price, 
observers agree. Proliferating 
markets have caused inequities 
between markets and tended to 
confuse and befuddle the aver­ 
age investor. 
For an illustration, take the 
stock of X YZ Corp., traded 
both on the New York and 
Philadelphia’s PB W stock ex­ 
changes. Although X YZ may be 
quoted at two different prices 
simultaneously 
on 
both 
ex­ 
changes, the investor may not 
be able to get the better price 
because exchange rules prohib­ 
it his broker from operating on 
both exchanges. 
Likewise, X YZ trading may 
be halted on the Big Board be­ 
cause of an imbalance of buy 
or sell orders, even as it contin­ 
ues to move on the regional ex­ 
changes. 
The third-market can be even 


more frustrating to the average 
investor. There, large blocks of 
X YZ 
moved 
at 
undisclosed 
prices. For example an in­ 
stitution may be able to buy 
X YZ at $25 a share from a 
third market firm, while the 
Exchange ticker shows a price 
of $25.25. The small investor 
must also pay a brokerage fee, 
while the dealer’s commission 
is included in his quoted price. 
As a Senate subcommittee 
which has studied the issue 
concluded, “ We believe that all 
investors are entitled to the 
best market available, given 
the characteristics of the par­ 
ticular stock.” 
To achieve this, most govern­ 
ment officials believe in “ regu­ 
lating in” more competition 
among the different markets. 
As 
former 
SEC 
Chairman 
Bradford Cook said, “ We want 
the chips, that is, the profits, to 
fall where they may in fair and 
open 
competititon 
between 
markets.” 
But to some in the industry, 
closer government supervision 
— even in the name of com­ 


petition — means more red 
tape and lower profits. 
Some 
governm ent 
in ter­ 
vention seems inevitable, how- 
eVer. Sparked by the internal 
division in the industry, in­ 
vestor complaints, and the pa­ 
perwork crisis of 1970 which 
caused the failure or merger of 
over 100 brokerage firms, Con­ 
gress is now considering five 
separate bills on market struc­ 
ture 
and 
membership.

Chicago-born 
in foundation

(AP) — The 
Johnny Appleseed of higher 
learning in America is an 81- 
year-old educational maverick 
who has founded three colleges 
and is the co-founder of a 
fourth. 
"And if I felt the need of it, 
I ’d start still another one to­ 
morrow,” said mild-mannered 
Dr. Walter Hendricks, 81, his 
gray mustache bristling in de­ 
fiance. 
Dr. 
Hendricks 
became a 
highly controversial figure in 
education after going through 
an orthodox academic career. 
Born in Chicago of impover­ 
ished Norwegian immigrants, 
he worked as a copy boy and 
later salesman of forest land at 
$10 an acre to help finance his 
way through Amherst College. 
There he graduated a Phi 
Beta Kappa and began a life­ 
long friendship with poet Rob­ 
ert Frost, whose ideas became 
the basis for his own revolu­ 
tionary 
educational 
ex­ 
periments later. 
’After serving as an aviator in 
World War I, he took his M.A. 
degree at the University of Chi­ 
cago, 
his 
Ph.D. 
at 
North­ 
western, and studied at Gre­ 
noble in France. A poet him­ 
self, he became a noted Chau­ 
cerian scholar and served as 
chairman of the English de­ 
partment in the Armour In ­ 
stitute in Chicago. He held a 
high administrative post in the 
Illinois Institute of Technology 
when the Army invited him to 
help found its short-lived Amer- 


lcan 
university at 
Biarritz, 
France, in 1945. 
"That experience changed 
my life,” said Dr. Hendricks. 
"At Biarritz we had few books, 
but the 3,000 students were 
fresh out of combat and eager 
to learn. We had a real mind- 
to-mind exchange which I think 
provides the best of all educa­ 
tional atmospheres.” 
The next year, at the age of 
54*and with the full consent of 
his wife, Flora, he turned his 
back on his own long academic 
tenure and founded on his near­ 
by farm the first of his three 
shoestring-financed revolution­ 
ary colleges — Marlboro. 
His ideal was a "cafeteria- 
stvle college where students 
could select what they wanted 
to learn; the faculty changed 
often; 
and 
grades, 
exam­ 
inations and formal courses 
were at a minimum — a uni­ 
versity without walls, informal 
and highly flexible.”

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November is worst month 
for highway deer kills

CENTRALIA,111. (A P )- N o ­ 
vember is the worst month for 
deer kills on Illinois highways, 
a state game biologist says. 
But Forrest Loomis says the 
real worry is about the human 
population, not the state deer 
herd. 
If the driver manages to keep 
control of the car—and his 
life—the average repair bill 
after a collision with a deer is 
$300, Loomis says. But " I have 
seen some deaths where the 
deer is knocked through the 
windshield. Personal injury is 
quite common.” 
The reason November is the 
big month for deer-car colli­ 
sions, Loomis says, is the buck 
is in rut and the harvest in 
fields drives out the animals. 
Last November, 304 deer were 
reported killed on highways. 
Loomis, who works out of 
Monmouth, 111., says “ We have 


signs which the drivers don’t 
pay any attention to at all. 
Signs are damn near useless. 
"And we have deer reflec­ 
tors, mirrors set along the 
highway at a 45-degree angle 
that reflect headlights back into 
the woods to scare the deer. If 
we could keep the people from 
stealing the damn things and 
the trucks from creaming them 
we’d be money ahead.” 
Chemical 
repellants 
have 
been tried but they are ex­ 
pensive and wash away in the 
rain. 
"If the motorists would just 
slow down when they see deer 
it would really help,” Loomis 
says. "If they would just slow 
down a little bit.” 
The most hazardous roads 
are those in farm and wooded 
areas. The most hazardous 
hours are from dusk to mid­ 
night. 
Loomis says Adams, Carroll, 
McHenry, Rock 
Island and 


Hancock counties record the 
highest number of kills annual­ 
ly- 
Hunters take about 11,000 
deer each year in Illinois and 
the highway losses don’t make 
much of a dent in the state’s 
deer population, Loomis says. 
In Illinois, the deer is wasted. 
State law forbids use of the 
dead animal for human con­ 
sumption. It must either be 
buried or rendered. 
Loomis has been with the 
state Wildlife Conservation De­ 
partment’s Life Resources Divi­ 
sion for 18 years.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - He 
had the makings of a coach’s 
dream. He was strong and fast 
and dex terou s and certainly 
qu ickwitted. If y ou look at some 
of the old pictu res of him, pic­ 
tu res that show both his profile 
and his face front, y ou see he 
was a clean-cu t-looking chap. 
He 
had 
neatly 
trim m ed 
sidebu rns, was clean shav en, 
and he wou ldn’t be an em bar­ 
rassment on a road trip be­ 
cau se he wou ld wear tie and 
su it. 
A rare photo of him on the 
Martinsv ille, Ind., town team, 
in the spring of 19 24, shows that 
he also looked spiffy in a pin­ 
striped baseball u niform; his 
peaked cap had a jau nty cock to 
it, rev ealing a y ou thfu l zeal, a 
kind of ru nthrou gh-the-wall-for- 
y ou 
qu ality 
that 
coaches 
u su ally like. 
“He was a good all-arou nd 
ballplay er. He was a good 
batter, good fielder and fast — 
he 
cou ld 
steal 
any thing, 
recalled hfs brother-in-law , 
Emmett Hancock. 
He was 5-7 
weighed a lithe 
150 pou nds and a biographer 
believ es that he may hav e been 
fascinated by the careers of 
both Ty Cobb and Babe Ru th. 
Cobb, whom he may hav e 
identified with closer than Ru th 
becau se of the resemblance in 
phy sical bu ild, was a daring 
competitor, in a rou gh-and- 
ready era. 
Possibly , 
thou gh, he 
also 
identified with Ru th, for both 
had some trou bles with the law. 
Both 
were 
sent 
to 
re ­ 
formatories. Ru th was ev en 
termed “incorrigible,” bu t of 
cou rse we know he was not. 
The fellow we are talking 
abou t now began to distingu ish 
himself on the reformatory 
baseball team, as a second 
baseman. Strangely , Ru th did 
the same at St. M ary ’s and was 
finally allowed to pu rsu e a 
professional baseball career. 
The gov ernor of Indiana, then 
a man named Harry Leslie, had 
seen ou r fellow play ball in the 
reform atory ’s 
y ard 
and 
rem arked: “That kid ou ght to 
be 
play ing 
m ajor 
leagu e 
baseball.” 
He ov erheard the comment 
and u sed it to get self tran­ 
sferred to another prison, in 
Michigan City . Su pposedly , it 
was becau se that prison had a 
better ball clu b. 
Howev er, he was more con­ 
cerned with being among men 
he cou ld better learn his trade 
from, su ch as Three-Fingered 
Jack Hamilton (no relation to 
T hree-Fingered 
M ordecai 
Brown of the Chicago Cu bs). He 
was transferred to Michigan 
City bu t he nev er again play ed, 
baseball. 
The only reason for com­ 
paring a Ru th, say , with ou r 
fellow, is to observ e the qu irky 
workings of Fate, and how 
careers may ru n parallel for a 
while and then dramatically 
div erge. 
Ou r fellow did not become, as 
the gov ernor of Indiana had 
thou ght possible, a big leagu e 
baseball plav er 
0 


He did, thou gh, achiev e na­ 
tional celebrity . In fact, in 19 33 
a poll in an Indianapolis high 
school determined that more 
stu dents knew who he was than 
knew 
who Franklin Delano 
Roosev elt was. 
He did u se his athletic skills 
in his bu siness, howev er. He 
ran fast. He was daring. He was 
strong 
He was clev er. And 
some were so in awe of his 
leaping 
abilities 
(perhaps 
perfected 
in 
practicing 
the 
dou ble play ) that he was called 
by some “The Vau lter” (which 
was also a pu n). And he did leap 
and scale barriers fiv e to 12 feet 
high. < 
Fu nny , too, his first partner 
in his bu siness was a man who 
had been a local u mpire, bu t he 
was not a play er, and this 
helped make him a rather 
bitter fellow. He had webbed 
fingers and he felt he had been 
handed a raw deal. 
A major motion pictu re based 
on ou r fellow’s life is now in the 
nation’s theaters. And there 
hav e been sev eral biographies 
of his ex ploits. All this despite 
his 
rath e r 
foreshortened 
career. He was in the headlines 
for a total of only 15 months. His 
career was short bu t meteoric, 
like Pistol Pete Reiser’s. 
Onl Ju ly 22,19 34, at the y ou ng 
age 
of 
32, 
ou r 
fellow, 
bankrobber John Dillinger, was 
gu nned down by FBI men in 
Chicago. 
Ironically , Babe Ru th also 
retired the nex t season.
